The war office, in reviewing the 
twelve days 
operations, 
reported 
that yesterday in a battle 
to 
the 
Northwest of Lemberg, the Austrians 
who had tried to assume the offen­ 
sive were badly routed, losing an­ 
other army standard, several hun­ 
dred prisoners and many guns. 
The 
report says: 
“Our victories over the Austrians 
have been continuous and it 
now 
appears that they were much greater 
than the earlier reports indicated. 
The Austrians struck at Zamost, in 
Russian Poland, and their initial a t­ 
tack was successful as the Russian 
forces there were greatly outnumber­ 
ed. 
Reinforcements have been rush­ 
ed to the 
front by 
Grand 
Duke 
Nicholas and soon changed this, and 
the Austrians in tnrn were routed 
with very heavy losses. 
Meanwhile 
the Russian advance was in progress 
all along a battle line that extended 
for nearly 200 miles. 
Lemberg was 
the objective of the main army oper­ 
ating through Austrian Galicia. 
The 
enemy, however, after 
vainly 
a t­ 
tempting to block the general ad­ 
vance of the Russians, was routed 
with heavy losses. 
Instead of fall­ 
ing back on Lemberg, the Austrians 
abandoned that city first destroying 
such supplies as they could easily 
burn. 
After Lemberg had been oc­ 
cupied Zolkiew, 10 miles to the north 
was taken. 
The Austrian 
retreat 
then continued their rear guard being 
badly cut to pieces by the Russian 
cavalry which is operating with great 
brilliancy. 
The Austrians did not 
stop until they reached the defenses 
of the river San. The Austrians have 
mounted their artillery all along the 
river bank and the Russian artillery 
is already firing on it. 
It is reported 
from the front 
that the 
Austrian 
artillery up to the present has been 
Very ineffective.” 
It is also admitted at the war of­ 
fice that Russian troops 
in 
heavy 
force are now moving toward Hun­ 
gary and they are expected to strike 
at the Borgo Pass in the Carpathian 
mountains which is reported to be 
strongly fortified and guarded. The 
Russians have occupied Czernowit* 
on the Pruth river and are in very 
trong force in Bukowina. 
To the activity of the Russian cav- 
alry, much of the present success is 
due. 
It has deliberately violated the 
rules of safety in charging entrench­ 
ed Austrian positions, but by doing 
so, has terroized the enemy, the offi­ 
cial reports say and as a result the 
opposition has lost much 
ot 
its 
forcefulness. 
The war office reports that all of 
Austrian Galicia from the border to 
the San river defenses is now held 
by the Russians. 
In addition an­ 
other Russian force is now operating 
south of the Dneister river. 
It is 
stated that heavy reinforcements are 
constantly going forward and that 
already the Austrian army is so far 
outnumbered that 
its effectiveness 
as a potent fighting force has been 
greatly reduced. 
It is believed to be 
the intention of the Russian general 
staff to drive the army wherever pos­ 
sible into the fortifications and leave 
enought troops behind to bottle them 
up, thus making an onward march 
to Vienna easy.

Bernard O’Connor of Indianapolis, 
who was a member of the

county grand jury that indicted nine 


Democrats and ¡six Progressives for

Imports For July $ 6 ,0 9 6 ,0 0 0 in Ex­ 
cess of Our Exports. 
New’ York, Aug. 29.—Our foreign 
trade in the month of July resulted 
in a balance against the United States 
of more than $6,000,000. 
Imports 
made a new high record for July, 
while the total or exports was unu>u- 
ally small. July was the fourth con­ 
secutive month in which exports fell 
below’ imports, whereas a year ago 
there was an excess of exports of 
$22,600,000 at the end of July. 
Exports last month totalled $154,- 


082,000 and imports $160,178.000, leav­ 
ing an excess of imports of $6,096,000. 
As compared with the corresponding 
month of last year, exports decreased 
$6,908,000 and imports increased $21,- 
116,000. 
For the seven months of 
1914 ending with July, imports in­ 
creased $122,469,000 w’hile exports de­ 
creased $25,817,000. 
With the outbreak of the war this 
country’s imports fell off very rapidly 
and its exports increased. According­ 
ly, August is expected to show a bal­ 
ance in this country’s favor, which 
will be increased as soon as Europe 
begins to take American cotton.

New York, Sept. 5.— The federal 
postal authorities cannot guarantee 
that letters mailed for German and 
Austrian points will ever reach their 
destination. 
The superintendent of 
foreign mails here very frankly a d ­ 
mits this. 
So fa r as this government 
is concerned every effort is being 
made to get the mails through. 
Hut 
there are no steamers running direct 
to German or Austrian ports 
these 
days. 
The next best tiling is being 
attempted. 
Mails for tiie countries 
which are battling with the allies 
are sent to the nearest neutral coun­ 
try. 
Berlin and North German let­ 
ters are sent to Holland. 
Other let - 
ters Jt'or the south arc routed by way 
of Spain and Italy. 
Austrian letters 
go via Italy. 
But after they leave 
here, there 
is no 
way 
of 
telling 
whether they complete their journey. 
This is a very serious m atter to 
many Germans and Austrian« in this 
country. 
There are 
aged 
fathers 
and mothers, 
sisters 
and 
young 
brothers hack home in the Father­ 
land who have depended on remit­ 
tances sent from 
this 
side 
each 
week. 
This is now cut off in many 
instances and until the w ar ends or 
Germany and Austria can open up 
steamship routes, mails to these two 
countries cannot be guaranteed. 
So 
far as the mails to the other warring 
nations are concerned they are now 
being sent on regular schedule.

The governments cannot supply the 
kind of food needed and the m ortal­ 
ity especially among the children is 
very great. 


Special refugee camps have been 
arranged and the families are being 
cared for there as well as possible. 
The Dutch Red Cross is 
overtaxed 
but is striving desperately to care 
for all. 
The impossibility of this 
task, however, is best indicated by 
the fact that 320 families arrived 
at M aastricht yesterday. 
This is 
about the average number that are 
crossing the 
border at all of 
the 
Frontier cities. 
They have nothing 
hut the clothes th ey stand in. 
N ear­ 
ly all tell the same story. 
Their 
homes have been burned or destroy­ 
ed by shell lire in the various skirm­ 
ishes which are constantly taking 
place between the Germans and the 
Belgians. 
Many are from Louvain 
destroyed by the Germans as an act 
of reprisal. 


The queen is doing her best to aid 
the sufferers.

The trip by steerage was not so 


sad, except that the food was so 
Doorly .prepared that the passengers 
had 
difficulty in eating it. There 


n-as plenty of food aboard, but it 
was improperly cooked and not eat- 
able. Miss Coleman said that when 
six course dinners were served, the 
oassengers could eat nothing except 
the last course, fruit. 


"We lived on cold boiled potatoes 


and Bermuda onions most of the way 
over," said Miss 
Coleman 
today. 


'And generally the 
potatoes were 


cold when -we got them." 


The cabins for four consisted of 


a partition of 
pine 
boards high 


enough so passengers eould not see 
over them. There 'was a port hole in 
each cabin which made tkc ventila- 
tion in the boat good. The bunks 
of iron were built in on the side' of 
the vessel and the 'mattresses and 
pillows were so hard they might as 
well have been iron, Miss Coleman 
declared. 


"But the cabins were not entirely 


l>ad," Miss Coleman added, "particu- 
larly if one was fortunate enough to 
draw a bunk that harbored no bed 
bugs. 
We were fortunate in our 


cabin, but there were so many pas- 
sengers who were not. To avoid 
them, passengers stretched out on 
the deck' and in life, boats at night 
to sleep." 


It was several days after Aus- 


tria-Hungary declared war on Servia 
before Miss Coleman's party knew 
that a war was in progress and that 
all Europe would be involved. They 
were in Florence when the news sud- 
denly broke that all of the countries 
of Europe would soon be in a death 
grapple..- They were detained three 
weeks in Florence before they ob- 
tained passage on the San Guliemo 
out of Naples for New York.

gers had to pay $105 each for pas- 
sage across the -Atlantic. But for-

There will be but one registration 


of voters in Rush county this year, 
although in several- counties of the 
state where the large cities are loca- 
ted the voters registered today.

registration in Rush county. 


It is very important that tne vo- 


ters of Rush county remember the 
registration day, Monday, October 
5, just twenty-nine days before the 
election. It is just as important as 
election day, in fact, more so, be- 
cause without having first registrat- 
ed, a man can not vote. 


Every person who is going to vote 


in the November elections must reg- 
ister, at the place in which he ex- 
pects to vote, on this day. If, he 
does not so register, he cannot vote

is absolutely fixed, and cannot

changed, and the registration, there- 
fore, becomes as important to the 
voter as the election is. 


Similarity, it is to -. be borne in 


mind that no person who moves out 
of his township, will ge to vote at 
the next election. Furthermore, af- 
'ter October 3d, nobody. (who moves, 
^out of the voting precinct in which 
he then lives will be permitted to 
vote. 


While it is supposed that candi- 


dates will, in a general way, look 
after these rules for the men whom 
they hope will vote for 
them, the 


rules are to be remembered. Disre^ 
gard of them each year results in 
certain lost votes and disappoint- 
ments. 


More particulars of the one regis- 


tration time will be given later. While 
unless petitions are filed, it will last 
only one day in each of the voting 
precincts, it can, upon proper peti- 
tion, be held for a longer time. The. 
effort will be to muster out the whole 
voting population and have the, mat- 
ter ended np in the single day,.
